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Claims 1, 11, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bhaskaran (6,266.335). 

Claims 3, 13. and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bhasl^aran (6,266.335) in view of Allen (7,003,693) 

Claims 4, 14. and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bhaskaran (6,266.335) in view of Kandasamy 
(5,513.314). 

The amendment is entered because they are deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or 

simplifying the issues for the appeal. 

Upon further examination of the claims and the applicants arguments, examiner respectfully maintains the rejection. Although the 
switching application of Bhaskaran does not specifically specify "source volumes" and "target volumes" the claimed limitations do not 
overcome the prior art. Bhaskaran uses labels of MAC Source Address and MAC Destination Address, which serve the same function of 
the claims source and target volumes as claimed in the application. 
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
